David, in his own words, com- 
mented: ‘‘Many square miles of dunes border 
the lagoon and set in among them are exten- 
sive and weird salt marshes that create some 
of the strangest and most beautiful landscapes 
| have ever seen!”

Vlews and Vlotes 


Both literally and figuratively, 
it was a flying trip to Japan for Director of the 
Academy, Dr. George E. Lindsay, Mrs. Lindsay, 
and Mr. William Hutcheson representing 
Milton T. Pflueger Associates, San Francisco 
architectural firm. They were gone but one 
week in late February on a highly essential 
trip, one done in anticipation of the construc- 
tion of the G. H. C. Meyer Fish ‘‘Roundabout”, 
a future adjunct of Steinhart Aquarium. 


Japan alone has developed this exciting con- 
cept and only two such aquaria exist in the 
world. One is located just outside Tokyo — 
the Keikyo Aburatsubo Marine Park Aquarium, 
first stop for the reconnaissance. It, according 
to Dr. Lindsay, is a magnificent facility with 
the focal point being the enormous circular 
tank and its 60’ inside diameter. An acceler- 
ated current gives an impression of fast action 
and massive movement of the multitude of 
pelagic fishes therein. Some 500 yellow tail 
school and race and it is estimated that, all in 
all, there are about seven tons of fishes in this 
single tank. 


Next, via the “bullet train’ from Tokyo to 
Kyoto, the party proceeded to Shima Marine- 
land where the second circular aquarium is 
located — smaller than the first but none the 
less effective. 


At both institutions complete assistance and 
cooperation were the order of the day. Direc- 
tors, associates and engineers did all in their 
power to share their plans, blueprints and data 
on such wonderfully innovative techniques 
and the party returned to San Francisco with 
masses of material and a host of ideas. To say 
the least, the project is filled with challenging 
complexities, but, when finished, the Academy 
will one day include a facility that will be the 
object of world-wide attention. 


Things to come. 


Under construction and due to be finished in 
the near future is a new exhibit area that will 
be unlike anything else in the Academy and 
by the quality of its design probably the only 
one of its kind in the United States. To be lo- 
cated just off the entrance to the Hall of Min- 
erals will be a separate gem and crystal room 
containing a dazzling array of spectacular 
specimens presented in a calculated fashion to 
glorify and emphasize their intrinsic beauty. 
There are to be ten individual cases similar in 
size, two of which will take full advantage of 
being corners. Each case is its own dramatic 
staging area with false floors and ceilings to 
conceal theatrical lighting and rotating motors. 

The initial impact is one of darkness in the 
11’ by 20’ space that will stress the rainbow 
of colors in the objects. One wall is mirrored 
as is the ceiling and the floor covering is in 


red. The entire area containing the miner- 
alogic beauties has been designed for the best 
of security. 

One of the features to whet one’s appetite 
will be a 12’” geode lined with amethyst cry- 
stals and strewn with a variety of enormous 
cut stones. Another is a collection of beautiful 
spheres of various sizes, some in movement to 
point up the ‘eyes’ of color in the centers. 


The major portion of the displayed items 
are through the courtesy of Mr. and Mrs. Lewis 
K. Land, continuing benefactors of the Acad- 
emy. Mr. Jerry Wentling has furnished a mag- 
nificent specimen of quartz lined with tourma- 
line and topaz and Mr. Edward R. Swoboda 
another of stunning microcline.

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DIANA R. YOUNG, Assistant Editor for the 
Academy’s Scientific Publications, is a native 
of Toronto, Ontario, Canada. She received her 
early schooling at St. Clement’s School with 
one year at Shute School in Devon, England. 
Upon finishing high school in Toronto, she 
continued at the University there (in anthro- 
pology) for four years, went on with a Ph.D. 
program in the same discipline for one year at 
the University of Wisconsin, returned to Tor- 
onto and marriage to her husband John and 
further work on her doctorate in vertebrate 
paleontology. 

An attractive job offer at the Royal Ontario 
Museum in the Department of Mammalogy 
found Diana “dropping out’ for the next two 
years. Her work there was almost entirely in 
the area of research on bats. 

John finished his doctorate, whereupon the 
Youngs pulled up proverbial stakes when in- 
teresting employment was offered in Palo 
Alto. To get there they spent three months of 
auto travel via Alaska. In only a matter of 
months, Diana came to the Academy as an 
Editorial Assistant (February 1970) and has 
since remained the good editorial right hand 
of Dr. Edward L. Kessel, Editor, Scientific Pub- 
lications. 


An interesting sidelight to Diana’s career is 
that during the summers when still in school, 
she did some undergraduate work in archae- 
ology which took her to Jordan and to France, 
both memorable adventures. 

The Youngs have recently purchased a 
house in Redwood City and are caught up in 
gardening the surrounding geography. Their 
menage includes three cats, one dog, one 
rooster, and three hens, the latter producing 
a welcome couple of eggs per day.
